A member of the Socialist Parly, 
Buck a short time later became 
one of the founders of the Workers' 
'Party, which was established in 
1921 and changed its name to the 
I Communist Party In 1922. Parly 
leader since 1920, Buck retained na- 
I tional bsadershlp when the Com- 
munist Party became the Labor 
Progressive Party in 1913.

November Noted 
Dr. F. Hare 



"Cool, rainy, snowy" was the 
retrospective remark from the 
McGIll Observatory, as the month 
of November drew to a close. 
'This," notes. Dr. F. Kenneth Hare, 
Director of the Observatory, in his 
monthly, release to , the preis, 
"stands In striking contrast to ttje 
more usual habit of fall moriths.ln 
have tended to 
sunny." 

Elaborating on the "cool, rainy, 
snow." Dr. Hare. noted: 

Cool — There were several cold 
snaps; the minimum of 18.7 on the 
sixth was the lowest on record for 
that date. Temperatures were 
generally below normal— the 32.1 
degree mean dally temperature was 
1.6 degrees below average. 

Precipitation — "The outstanding 
thing about the month was the 
frequent heavy rain and snow 
which affected the district." It was 
noted. Both snowfall and rainfall 
were considerably above average— 
the total precipitation was the 
heaviest recorded in November 
since 1927. '

"Judaism and the Modern Man"— 
was published in September, 1951.

\Ve have been rriore than a little pleased 
T ecêntly with the large number of Letters to 
the Editor on the timely, question of anti- 
Christian broadcasts on the national network. 
Seldom in the last few years have so - many 
students upon reading an article sat down to 
pen their own thoughts on the matter; and 
Indeed some of the letters, we think, give à 
surprising insight. 

Thère used to be an old saying that if you 
start off a conversation with cither religion or 
ilitics it, will last for hours or break up in 
fight. We Hon't anticipate the fight, but the 
eponse we have received to "The Christian i 
sition and Dr. Hnylc" by Mr. Taylor is 
.rirthing to make any cdittfr happy. The 
IcGill Campus is not the easiest place to get . 
. pond lively discussion under way and we 
vére beginning to think Time magazine might 
lot be too far wrong in calling ours the silent 
generation. 

One might ask why this particular ques- 
tion should start the quills flying. Perhaps 
the answer rests in the fact that for the most 
part one's religious views are seldom the point 
of everyday conversation and whep an oppor- 
tunity presents itself to expatiate on a par- _ 
ticular point, there is a great amount of mate- 
rial stored up in the individual consciousness. 

The period of University training we go 
through in this particular stage of life is _a 
very vital and significant one especially in 
. term; of religious development. Up to the- 
time, of entering college most of us accept 
Ï unquestioningly the basic precepts 'of our 
* home, church, and school religious instruction. 
We have been taught in the past, with the 
pre-supposition on the part of our instructors, ' 
tthat we will make our own readj

later .life if we happen to meet with ideas or 
teaching that conflicts (as is the case of the 
University. student). Or in other cases it is 
thought- that we will accept docilely what wo 
have been taught because wc will not be pre- 
sented with views that conflict seriously or 
if they do we will dismiss them anywny be-, 
cause they are different and therefore in error. 

However, the concepts and ideas, theories 
and philosophies of the great minds of history 
do not always tic in with the story of Adam 
and Eve or the truths of religion in general, 
and consequently the thinking student is faced 

religions outlook. He must hold fast to' a per- 
sonal faith or belief and try to harmonize it 
with, or defend it against, a myriad of t doubts 

Too often, wc think, the result is a cnrelcss, 
non committal attitude on the part of many 
students who, faced with the real problem of 
adjusting eternal truths to material' ideas, 
cease to believe sincerely any faith and sub- 
sist in their own milieu, one of selfish egoism. 

It is" significant to us that a great propor- 
tion of the people we know at university do 
not impress us with any sense of strong per- 
sonal conviction or religious fa th. Indeed 
most of them rarely speak of rel gion or reli- 
gious ideas either through an gnorance of 
them generally or lack of personal concern or, 
(as we think is usually the case), because 
their religion is something very personal. 

When the topic is finally brought to light 
and a serious discussion results which reveals 
"(Rat dicté is something : very vital in the minds 
of thinking students and that an apparent 
lack of- concern is not unanimously the case, 
wc feel it is something to note with a feeling 
ssuiance.

I would ' like to enlarge upon this point for I 
consider it to be of importance in our contem- 
porary society. , 

The United States, Australia and other countries 
of the west have outlawed the Communist party 
In their respective countries and at the same time 
press for freedom of speech in the iron curtain 
-satellites. It Is hardly consistent to advocate free 
speech abroad on tho pretext that we practise that 
same faith at homo when this is in fact untrue. 

It is important that we should realize the signif- 
icance of a drift away from our theoretical demo- 
, cratic ideal. It is the general opinion that our so- 
called democracy la a radically different method 
of government from that of dictatorship. In fact, 
however, the distinction is one of degree onl; 



Techniques of. government are best understood 
by a polar analogy. Dictatorship at one end and 
democracy at the other; the distance between each 
being measured in degrees of freedom enjoyed by 
the individuals constituting the state. 

One can work one's way along a pole so slowly 
that it is almost unnoticcable. It one were to jump 
from one end to the other, then and only then 
would the change in position be obviously ap- 
parent. 

I suggest that we ask ourselves three questions. 
The first — Is it consistent to advocate freedom ot 
speech in Satellite Europe when we preach a dif- 
ferent faith at home? The second — Are we aware 
ot the significance of the imperceptible but never- 
theless real change in our relative. position on the 
pole, of Democracy-Dictatorship? The third — Is it 
our conscious choice that has caused this move- 
ment? Theoretically it must be so, for surely all 
power resides in the people and through their 
representatives they can deprive their govern- 
ments of any power. 

There are two ways whereby we can be sure 
that democratic institutions will be preserved and 
made to work. Firstly, through the realization that 
the word freedom docs not give 'one license to 
push others down in order to push forward; and 
secondly, In the words of the late Mr. Roosevelt- 
Democracy in order to live must be a positive 
force in the daily lives ot its people.

beyond our capacity, and at the 
same time' refuse to apply the gen- 
eral program and strategy to the 
Far East." 

These opening speeches were ty- 
pical of the diversity ot viewpoint 
of the Assembly's eighty-eight deleg- 
ates wha had been selected from 
various occupations and parts ot 
the country. These delegates were 
representative ot such fields as 
government, agriculture, academic, 
newspaper, business, and labor; and 
came from seventeen of the forty- 
eight states including the middle 
and. far west. . . ' 

In his message to the Assembly, 
General Elsenhower had empha- 
sized the dependence of the confer- 
ence upon "the objectivity and Im- 
partiality of the proceedings, th'i 
Integrity and thoroughness of pro- 
fessional research, and upon the 
character and qualifications of the 
participants;" and these participants 
had been chosen for the purpose of 
securing this uniformity of de- 
pendability. 

The Assembly's method had been 
designed to achieve Interchange of 
viewpoint rather than superficial 
agreement. The dcljg-itcs were di 
vided into three round table groups, 
and each table was composed of a 
cross-section of the partfcipanls. 
Each table was put under the 
chairmanship of a person exper- 
ienced in conducting seminars, and 
for three days discussions were held 
on the various aspects of the sub- 
ject. 

At the end of this period, inde 
pendent conclusions were reached 
and separately: adopted by each 
group. These three sets of conclu- 
sions, which differed in some re- 
spect from each other, were then 
brought together and combined In

"Man of Aran" 

On Tuesday, December 11, the 
last Film Society showing for this 
term will be given at 8 p.m. in the 
Auditorium of the Physical Sciences 
Centre. The feature film will be 
"Mari of Aran" by Robert Flaherty. 
The film Is a' documentary treat- 
ment of life on the Island of Aran 
in the Firth of Clyde oft the coast 
of Scotland, and was made in 1834. 

The difference between docu-. 
mentary and newsreel is that news- 
reel is a record of reality, whereas 
documentary is (to use John Grier- 
son's words) "the creative treat 
ment of actuality." Robert Flaherty 
was the first film-maker to carry 
out this exacting precept. For his 
first two films, "Nanook of the 
North" and "Moana", Flaherty went 
to the region of his choice arid ac 
tually lived with the people he 
filmed for a year or more. He then 
produced an understanding inter- 
pretation of their special problems 
for the rest of the world. 

He did this again in "Man ot 
Aran," and more recently in 
Louisiana Story;' In these last 
two films the musical score, has 
been used creatively in the telling 
of the story. In "Man of Aran 
John Greenwood used the. actual 
folk-mclodlcs of the Island In mak- 
ing his effective - incidental music. 
The recent death of Robert Flaher- 
ty has deprived the film world of 
one of its' greatest pioneers and ar-
